SAVED FROM THE GALLOWS! 


The Sentence of Blalock and Collins 


Commuted to Imprisonment for 
Life ! 


THE GOVERNOR STATES HIS 
REASONS. 


Sheriff Holt, of Johnston county, 
arrived in the city yesterday morn- 
ing to receive the condemned prison- 
ers, David Collins and Alexander 
Blalock, to take them to their place 
of execution—the jail yard enclosure 
at Smithfield. The execution was 


appointed for to-day between the 


hours of 12 and 2 o’clock, and every 
preparation was made for the event, 
and doubtless a large crowd will be 
in Smithfield to-day to witness the 
tragic affair. 

Sheriff Holt applied tothe jailor 
yesterday morning for the prisoners, 
when he was informed that a mes- 
sage had been sent to him by J. B. 
Neathery, the Governor’s Private 
Secretary, to await an official docu- 
ment in regard to the prisoners that 
would be handed him at 12 o’clock. 
At the stated -timme Sheriff Holt re- 
ceived the  officinl atinouncement 
that the Governor had commuted 
the sentence of the prisoners to im- 
prisonment for life in the peniten- 
tiary at hard labor. 

The Governor, in his official docu- 
ment,states the following reasons that 
induced him to exercise this clem- 
oney 
“First. The Judge who presided at 
the trial and the Solicitor who prose- 
cuted, both recommend commuta- 
tion. 

‘Second. A very large number of 
the most respectable citizens of the 
counties of Johnston, Wake, Cum- 
berland and Harnett urgently urge 
commutation. 

“Third. Two of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court were of opinion that 
the convicts were debarred of cer- 
tain rights on the trial, which 
might have secured to them a differ- 
ent verdict if they had been granted. 

“Fourth. Because they made acon- 
fession to their spiritual advisers at a 
time when they believed there was 
no hope for them, and that the execu- 
tion of the death sentence was certain 
and imminent, which confessions 
those advisers, who are gentlemen of 
high and irreproachable character, 
have solemnly assured me they con- 


-fidently believe to be true, and which 
I myself have reason to think are 


sincere, they having the impress of 
truth by reason of the circumstances 
under which they were made, and 


also the plausibility of the state- 


ments..; 

“‘Kifth. Because, if it should be that 
they are really guilty of wilfully hav- 
ing committed the crime with which 
they are charged, and their confes- 
sions shall turn out not to be true, the 
punishment of imprisonment for life 
which they have to endure, will be 
but little less severe than immediate 
death on the scaffold.”’ 

The prisoners received the an- 
nouncement as a looKed-for message, 
and manifested but very little feeling 
of joy or gladness. They were taken 
over to the “‘pen”’ and duly turned 
over to Capt. Thompson, the Warden. 

It is due in this connection to state 
that the commutation of the sentence 
is due principally to the indefatiga- 
ble and untiring labors of Kev.

—A brilliant and delighted assem- 
blage attended the closing Concert at 
Peace Institute on Wednesday eve- 
ning.

The Bankrupt Law. | 

ln the United States Seuate, Mon- 
day, the Committee of “Conference 
ou the bankrupt law, reported. ‘I'he 
bill asin substance exactly asit passed 
the Senate, with some verbal amend- 
ments, and with the difference now 
that a bankrupt, after paying thirty 
per cent. of his indebtedness, may 
be discharged with the consent of 
one-fourth of his creditors in num- 
bers and one-third in value. The re- 
port was concurred in by the Senate, 
but the House failed to act on it. On 
Wednesday the bill passed by an 
overwhelming majority. The 
members of the Committce assured 
the House that finding the Senate 
would not consent to an absolute re- 
peal of the law, they had set about 
and secured all the modifications of 
itso to ameliorate its present rigor 
that they could possibly obtain, and. 
said that the House must accept that 
or leaye all the odious features of the 


present law standing.

The Late Decisions of 
Justice. 

AN upright Judge deserves no 

credit for an impartial, honest decis- 
jon. He is merely the mouthpiece 
‘of the law, and his function is sim- 
ply to declare what the law is upon 
the point presented for his decision. 
What the consequence of his judg- 
ment may be, he can not consider. 
_ While this is true, yet in these un- 
certain times, when the ermine that 
should be as stainless as the snows of 
winter, is placed upon the unworthy 
shoulders of DURELL and BUSTEED, 
of UNDERWOOD and of RICHARDSON, 
when the name of Judge is no longer 
synonimous with uprightness and 
integrity, and corruption has invaded 
the sacred precincts of the Bench, we 
actually find ourselves ready to ap- 
plaud, with eager enthusiasm, the 
Judge who has but done his duty. 

The visit of Chief Justice Warr 
to North Carolina has been of almost 
unmixed benefit to the good old 
State. The suits by which Ser and 
his co-plaintiffs sought to secure the 
payment of the interest due upon the 
fraudulent special tax bonds, and to 
drain the last dollar from our impov- 
erished people, have been dismissed. 
The decree permitting Swaskry to 
sell the States’ stock in the North 
Carolina Railroad does not go into 
effect until April 1875, leaving it to 
the Legislature, in the meanwhile,to 
provide some means to pay the in- 
terest due, or to compromise the in- 
debtedness. In allthis he hasshown 
a regard for the law, and with it a 
tender interest in the welfare of the 
State. 

In the case of DEwEy, Assignee of 
the Bank of North Carolina vs. The 
University of North Carolina, ct al., 
the decision of the Court will be cor- 
dially greeted by every friend of the 
University in the State. The debts 
due by the University are recognized 
as valid and binding, but it is decided 
that the Trustees had no right to 
mortgage the property actually need- 
ed and used for educational purposes, 
such as the college buildings and 
grounds, Professors’ houses, &c. All 
its outside property, escheated lands, 
ete,, will go to the creditors and the 
mortgage upon the remainder is de- 
clared invalid. 

Some of the debts due by the Uni- 
versity are of such a character that 
it is to be hoped that provision will 
hereafter be made to pay at lcast a 
portion of them, but the breathing- 
time given it will be of incalculable 
service. The Chief Justice has grant- 
ed to the institution, so dear to the 
State, at least a homestead. 

By these decisions, more especially 
those in the Seircase and the Uni- 
versity case, °Chiof Justice WAITE 
has won golden opinions in North 
Carolina. He has but done his duty

‘Col. Fremont Explains the Cause of 
the Accident —The Wounded Doing 
Well. 

WILMINGTON, June 18.—Col. S. L. 
Fremont, Chief Engineer and Gen- 
eral of the Carolina 

Central Railway, telegraphs to-day 

from the scene of the recent disaster 
the following explanation of the 
cause of the accident : F 
The most terrific rain storm ever 
known here; six inches of rain is 
said to have fallen in about three or 
four hours; the culvert was in yood 
order, and so far as I can see is so 
now. The rain fell in such torrents 
that it choked the culvert, and tbe 
water apparently rose so high that it 
soaked through the bank, and finally 
broke it. All this work of construc. 
tion was done in 1860 or 1867, and the 
bank ia hard and solid all about the 
culvert, and stood perhaps a thou- 
sand rains before. As the rails were 
not carried away with the bank, but 
remained ded with the cross- 
ties, hanging in their place, and thé 
break in the bank not being tn 
han the engine and tender, the en-
